WOUNDS TWO IN LOOP FIGHT 


Pat O'Malley's State Street Saloon 
Scene of Pitched Battle 
of the Thugs. 


POLICE HOLD ONLY 2 WITNESSES 


One more killing was added yesterday to 
the list of murders and murderous asseults in 
Chicago’a bitterly fought labor war. 

One man, an alleged slugger, was shot and 
killed, a labor official was shot through the 
leg, and an unidentified person was shot in 
the foot in a flerce revolver battle that took 
place in Pat O'Malley's saloon, opposite the 
Masonic Temple in State street. 

Both wounded men are supposed to have 
been shot by the dying victim. 

The fight was one of the bitterest n the 
history of labor fights in Chicago. Fully 
twenty shots were fired, the white smoke of 
the battle filling the barroom and obscuring 
the scene from the panic stricken crowd, 
many of whom were in the place watching 
the baseball scoreboard. 


THE DEAD: 
William (“Dutchy’’) Gentleman, aT 
years old, 5638 South Loomis street; 


alleged hired slugger and gunman. Shot 
ten times and hit by two different kinds 


of bullets, Taken to Practitioners’ hospital. 
Died one hour after the shooting. 

THE INJURED: 
McAndrews, James J., 33 years old, 
6511 Evans avenue; business agent of the 
Elevator Conductors’ and Starters’ union; 
shot through leg; right ear drum broken 
froma bullet whizzing past his head. Ar- 
restedzand taken to Practitioners’ hospital. 
Held by the police as a witness. 
Unidentified man; disappeared after the 


shooting, shot through the left foot. 


The police think John Ascher, business 


agent of the Elevator Constructors’ union, 
did the fatal shooting. They are searching 
for him, They are also looking for Edward 
Ryan, president of the Ornamental Iron 
Workers union. 


In Gentleman's pocket was found a card 


of the Elevator Machinists’ union. This 
union is at war with the elevator construct- 
ors, Which numbers Ascher as a member. 


Mrs. Gentleman, widew of the victim, ag 


cuses ‘‘ Moss Enright, a professional slug- 
er, of doing the shooting, but Inspector Hunt 
holds sjrongly to the theory that Ascher did 
the job. 


Group of Labor Officials Present, 
The shooting took place shortly after 4 


o’clock in the afternoon. O'Malley's saloon 
was crowded with patrons and baseball fans 
at the time. A group of labor officials held 
forth at the bar near the street entrance. 


Among them were Simon O Donne ll, presi- 


dent of the Chicago Building Trades council 
and business agent of the plumbers’ union, 
Business Agent McAndrews, and several 
other building trades officials. 


Ascher and Ryan, who also were present 


Beginning of the Fight, 
While this group of men stood at the bar, 


Gentleman suddenly entered the saloon, 
walked briskly up to the bar, and said in 
defiant tones: 


Did you say you wanted to see me?’ 
His remarks were taken as addressed to 


Ascher and his companions. The question 
was greeted by a chorus of shouts: 


„ Yes, we do.” 
Gentleman drew arevolver and sent several 


bullets fiying in the direction of the men at 
the end of the bar and on the settee This 
was answered by a fusillade of shots that 
rattled like a gattling gun. 


The crowd ran panic stricken in every di- 


rection, seeking safety in the street and 
through the alley entrance. For several - 
onde there was a steady roar of revolvers 
and a rat-tat-tat on the walls, as the bullets 
that went wild found lodgment in the walls 
and fixtures. 


Empties His Own Revolver. 
When the smoke cleared away Gentleman 


lay on the floor in front of the bar, his head 
toward the door, his halr disheveled and 
bloody, with ten bullet holes in his body: 
Tightly grasped in his right hand was a five 
chambered revolver with all chambers 
empty. He was breathing heavily and made 
several ineffectual attempts to get on }

Detective Tells of Shooting. 
Detective Sergeant William Schubert. of

1 believe the shooting lasted less than 
+ five seconds,“ he said. ‘‘I was with De-

* back of the booth and it was over. We 
rushed to the front of the saloon.

“We tried to make Gentieman talk, but 
there was nothing doing. He refused abso- 
lutley to say who shot him or whom he had 
spoken to when he came into the place. 

“I am nearly certain be was not standing 
at the front of the bar when I came into the 
place. I noticed three or four men standing 
together at the east end of the bar near the 
door when I entered, but I paid little atten- 
tion to their appearance. I walked back to 
go to the rear and spied Sergt. Sheehan 81t- 
ting in the last booth. I stopped to talk to. 

him about the police transfers and had barely 
geated myself and started to talk when the 
‘bullets began to fly. 

“ O'Malley was standing at the rear of the 
room, at the end of the bar, looking at the 
baseball scoreboard, when the shooting 
Started. He ran toward the front with us.” 

O’ Maliey’s recital of the circumstances of 
the shooting was similar to that of Detective 
Schubert, but he said a witness near the 
front of the room told of hearing the oon- 
versation which led up to the shooting. 


O’Malley Gives His Version. 

“This man told his story afterward,” 
O Malle said. “He was a stranger to 

me. He said he was standing near several 
fellows at the forward end of the bar when 
Gentleman came in the door. He said Gen- 
tleman said as he came in: ‘I understand 
you fellows are looking for me.“ 

“One of the men answered: ‘ You bet we 
are Then, he said, Gentleman, who had 
had his hand in his right coat pocket, pulled 
out @ gun and shots came from his gun and 
others. 

“I was with a bunch of men in the back 
part of the room watching the score board 
en the west wall. The ball scores were 
coming in fast and the first I knew of any 
* was the sound of shots. I can't ten 

ou how many were fired. There was a reg- 
miar rattle of them and everything was 
over sooner than it takes to tell about tt. 
I ran toward the front and saw Gentleman 
on the floor and dozens of men running 
ebout. I didn’t hear any quarreling prior

of its cause.“

said O'Malley's place was not a regular

Widow Accuses Enright.

Gentleman was found at her residence, 5688 
South Loomis street. She was watching the 
slumber of her only child, Catherine, 8 years 
old. 

In the same house live Catherine Lynch, 
a sister-in-law, and Mrs. Mary Miller, Mrs. 
Enright’s mother. Both women agreed with 
Mre. Gentleman in placing the responsibility 
for the slaying upon Enright. They asserted 
they had been told that he wasalready under 
arrest. 

Friends of Gentleman who crowded the 
house last night were also of the belief that 
Enright could tell much of the circumstances 
of the killing, and several threaten to set- 
tle” with him if he is not arrested. 

Moss Enright ie the man who killed Will,” 
asserted Mra Gentleman. I know heisthe 
man. He and Will were chums until a few 
days ago and they rode around together in the 
big white automobile. It was the gang that 
rode in that machine that got him to stay 
away from home and started him on the 
wrong road. 


41 Get Him or He'll Get Me.“ 

“A few days ago Will came home and told 
me he had had trouble with Enright. He 
said Enright was his worst enemy and that 
they would have more trouble. He told me 
Enright had double crossed’ him. 

„It's a case of me getting him or him get- 
ting me,’ Will said. 

“ Yesterday afternoon Enright drove up to 
the house and asked for Will, and I told him 
he was not home. He then got in the car ana 
went away. They met before the shooting 
today in the same saloon in which it occurred 
and had trouble again. I do not know just 
what took place, but I am sure that Enright 
went away and got a revolver with which to 
do the killing. 

Will was always a good husband and took 
care of me and Catherine. He was never out 


he began spending his time with the gang in 
the ‘white automobile’ It was his associa- 
tions with them that started him to leading 
the wrong kind of a life, and now this is the 
end of it.” 


Brothers Arrested May 9. 

William (‘Dutch’) Gentleman and his 
brother, Peter Gentleman, were taken into 
custody at South Halsted and Root streets 
on May 9 on suepicion of being implicated in 
labor stuggings. 

A revolver was found in Peter's pocket and 
he was booked on a charge of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, but Dutch“ was released 
for lack of evidence against him. 

The case against Peter came to trial on 
May 15 before a jury in Municipal Judge 
Biake’s court. He was fined $25 and costs. 

Immediately after he had paid his fine he 
was arrested by a parole officer from Pontiac 
and returned there for violating a parole. At 
this time another case also was pending 
againet Peter, and he was at liberty on bonds 
of $2,500. He had been arrested by the po- 
lice of the Englewood station two months 
before and bound over to the grand jury on 
a charge of burglary. 

Four years ago Peter and a man named 
Higgins were arrested on a charge of robbery 
near Fifty-fifth street and Union avenue. 
They were found guilty on two counts and 
sent to Pontiac for fourteen years on each 
count. Peter was paroled seven months ago.

Oklahoma “Grandfather Clause“ 
Invalid, U. S. Judge Rules. 


CALIS IT BLOW AT RACE. 


Would Exclude Descendants of Those 
Barred Prior to 1866, 


Oklahoma City, Okle., May 22.—Holding 
the grandfather clause amendment to the 
state constitution invalid because ft is in 
violation of the fifteenth amendment to the 
tederal constitution, Judge John H. Cotteral 
of the United States District court today 
overruled the demurrer of defendants in the 
case of the United States vs. J. J. Beal and 
Frank Guinn, D. W. Jeffries and Willard 
Smith, election officers. 

To make the subjection of certain Individ- 
uals to the ‘“ educational test dependent 
on their condition before 1866 would make it 
dependent on their race and color, the court 
held. 

The “grandfather clause exempts from 
the educational test those ancestors who 
were entitled to vote on Jan. 1, 1866, or whose 
ancestors were residents of a foreign coun- 
try. Under this clause negroes were denied 
the right to vote.

Text of La Follette Speech. 

Senator La Follette’s speech today was as 
follows: 

“On the 30th of April, 1910, a Democratic 
member of the Illinois general assembly, 
who had voted for the election of William 
Lorimer, a Republican. to the United States 
Senate, confessed he was bribed to so vote, 
end thet he recéived as a consideration there- 
tor the sum of $1,900. l 

“The important details of this confession 
were published in practically every news- 
paper in the United States. Shortly: there- 
efter, the grand juries in Cook and Sange- 
mon counties in IIMinois convened to investi- 
gate the charges made. Within a week fol- 
lowing the publication of the first confession

LORDS ADVANCE REFORM BILL

The fact that there was no division pre-

INCREASED 1,200 PER CENT. 


Secretary Meyer Tells Economic Club 
What Scientific Management Has 
Done for Fleets of the United States. 


New York, May 22.—‘ Scientific manage- 
ment, as practiced in the United States navy. 
was the theme of George von L. Meyer, secre- 
tary of the navy, tonight before the Economic 
club. Secretary Meyer told bow the applica- 
tlon of modern business and industrial science 
had increased the navy’s efficiency. 

In 1808 the percentage of hits at the bat- 
tle of Santiago was 3% per cent, he said.

There is hope of greatly lessening the pest in cities tf the authorities will enforce 
good: ordinances on the subject of removing manure and garbage promptly.

Horse owners can help the crusade by mixing chloride of Mme with the manure in the 
ratio of a quarter of a pound of the former to eight quarts of the latter. A still 
cheaper and more effective destroyer of the larve is kerosene, a pint of which sprayed 
upon every eight quarts of manure will kill the maggots. 

So far as the dwelling house is concerned there are a number of effective ways of 
destroying the flies. Carbolic acid is one. Twenty drops of this on a heated shovel pr 
anything of the kind will kill the insects by its vapor. But as this is a dangerous 
thing to have in the house where young children are, it would be better to get some- 
thing harmless and yet effective. :

Fruit Salads. 


ENT people have different ideas 
as to what constitutes a fruit salad. 
{No one, however, disagrees with the 
statement that it fs a refreshing eata- 
Ble. .To, some it means simply a com- 
of fruits with a sirup, to be eaten with 
game, etc. This is certainly the older idea. 
and in some cases the fruit, after being 
sugared, was covered with a measure of as 
many as three kinds of wine. 
It is becoming more and more the custom 
now to serve fruits with a French dressing 
of the lightest sort —-and served thus they are 
taken entirely out of the realm of sweet 
things. The bed for these salads may be 
made of one or of several kinds of salad 
greens. An orange salad with endive for its 
compass limes, the dainty heart of the head 
lettuce for ite center, some leaves of chick- 
ory in between, upon which the orange in 
sections, instead of: dice or slices, rests’ with 
tts second or white tough skin removed, make 
a pretty, ‘really esthetic salad. 
fruit salad in general should be smaller 
in amount than a green salad. especially 
when served as an appetizer at the beginning 
of the meal, when it need not have any green 
bed at all but be served in small glasses. 
But wae served after the meats or, between 
them its bulk should be mainly that of the 
green things, for most fruite are rather heavy 
and may take away ‘the appetite rather than 
stimulate it. | | 
The apple was one of the first fruits’ to be 
used in such salads, and mow in eny case 
where the fruit is diced or even sliced its 
flavor and crispness is always pleasant. The

CHIAROSCURO (from the Ital. chiaro, light or brightness, and 
oscuro, darkness or shade), the disposition of light and shade 
in a painting; the term is applied to an early method of printing 
wood-engravings from several blocks, and also to a picture in 
black and white, or brown and white only. 

CHIAVARI, a town of Liguria, Italy, in the province of 
Genoa, 24 m. S. E. by rail from the town of Genoa. Pop. (1901) 
10,397 (town), 12,689 (commune). It is situated near the mouth 
of the Entella, in the centre of a fertile plain surrounded by 
mountains except on the S.W., where it comes down to the sea. 
Its buildings are mostly modern, but it has a ruined castle of 
1147. It bas an active trade in agricultural products, and 
manufactures lace, light wicker-seated bentwood chairs, silk, &c. 

CHIAVENNA (anc. Clavenna), a town of Lombardy, Italy, 
in the province of Sondrio, 17 m. by rail N. of Colico which lies 
at the N. end of the lake of Como. Pop. (1901) town 3240, 
commuhe 4732. It is well situated on the right bank of the 
Mera; at the mouth of the Val Bregaglia, through which the road 
to the Maloja Pass and the Engadine runs to the east. This 
line was partly followed by a Roman road, which at Casaccia, 
just below the last ascent to the Maloja Pass, diverged to the 
N. by the Septimer Pass, joining the Julier route to Coire (anc. 
Curia) at Stalla. The Splügen route, which was also used by 
the Romans, runs N. from Chiavenna to Coire: the modern 
road was constructed by the Austrians in 1819-1821. Chiavenna 
is crowned by a ruined castle, once an important strategic point, 
and the seat of the counts who ruled the valley from the time 
of the Goths till 1194, when the district was handed over to the | 
bishops of Coire. In the 14th century the Visconti, having 
become masters of the Valtellina, bought the county (contado 
or contea) of Chiavenna from the bishop of Coire; but it was 
taken by the canton of the Grisons in 1525, and the castle 
dismantled. In 1797 Chiavenna became part of the Cisalpine 
republic, and thenceforward followed the fortunes of Lombardy. 
The church of S. Lorenzo is baroque in style, but its baptistery 
contains a font of 1206 with reliefs. Chiavenna has cotton 
factories and breweries, and is a depot for the wine of the district.

With its suburbs Chicago stretches along the More of Lake

irregularly backward from the lake over a shallow alluvial 
basin, which is rimmed to the W. by a low moraine water-parting* 
that separates the drainage of the lake from thatofthe Mississippi 
Valley. The city site has been built up out of the Lake Chicago” 
of glacial times, which exceeded in size Lake Michigan. Three 
lakes—Calumet, 3122 acres; Hyde; and part of Wolf—with a 
water-surface of some 4100 acres, lie within the municipal 
limits. The original elevation of what is now the business 
heart of the city was only about 7 ft. above the lake, but the 


level was greatly raised—in some places more than 30 ft.—over 


a large area, between 1855 and 1860. The West Side, especially 


in the north-west near Humboldt Park, is much higher (extreme 


75 ft.). A narrow inlet from the lake, the Chicago river, runs 
W. from its shore about a mile, dividing then into a north and 
a south branch, which run respectively to the N.W. and the S.W., 
thus cutting the city into three divisions known as the North, 
the West and the South Sides,” which are united by three 
car-tunnels beneath the river as well as by the bridges across it.“ 
The river no longer empties into Lake Michigan since the com- 
pletion of the drainage canal. Its commercial importance is 
very great: indeed it is probably the most important non-tidal 
stream of its length in the world, or if it be regarded as a harbour, 
one of the greatest; the tonnage of its ycarly commerce far 
exceeds that of the Suez Canal and almost equals the tonnage 
‘of the foreign trade (the domestic excluded) of the Thames or 
the Mersey. The increase in size of the newer freighters that 
ply on the Great Lakes‘ has proved one serious difficulty, and 
the bridges and the river tunnels, which hinder the deeper 
cutting of the channel, are others. The improvement of the 
outer harbour by the national government was begun in 1833. 
Great breakwaters protect the river mouth from the silting shore 
currents of the lake and afford secure shelter in an outer road- 
stead from its storms, and there is a smaller inner-basin (about 
450 acres, 16 fl. depth) as well. But the river itself which has 
about 15 m. of navigable channel, in part lined with docks, is 
the most important part of the harbour. [ts channel has been 
repeatedly deepencd, and in recent years—especially since 1896, 
after its control as a navigable stream passed (1890) to the 
federal government—-widened and straightened by the removal

more pleasure to himself and others. Hav- 
ing once learned the lesson. of playgrounds 
and their effect upon the school they sur- 
round and the pupils who use them, he will 
never, as @ gtown man, oppose taxation for 
a purpose #0 beneficial to all concerned. 
He will-know the part which parks, and 
amusement equares, and recreation piers 
play in making better men and women, and 
he will approve of them, as he will of beauti- 
ful public and private buildings and the 
finer qualities of the smaller things in life. 

Every bit of pottéry these boys and girls 
make, every object cut out of paper, every 
board sawed straight and true, every stitch 
taken in fabfic, every shuttle passed 
through the loom, every type set, every 
stroke pt a brush means that much more 
power. The boys may never become car- 
penters or compositors, the girls may never 
become embroiderers or seamstresses, but 
the work tHus learned means not only that 
much more they are able to do but also that 
they can view life from the standpoint of 
the potter, the typesetter, the carpenter, 
and the sewing woman. 

To widen the horizon and broaden the 
view of life at the school age of mankind is 
a tremendous thing. And with this purpose 
of our schools, democracy marches hand ip 
hand. The arts and crafts taught to the 
children carry the lesson that beauty be- 
longs to no class, deftness of hand to no 
nationality. The child of the tenements 
finds it can embroider or design as well or 
better than he or she from the well to do 
neighborhoods, its singing voice perhaps ix 
truer, its body more capable of graceful 
dancing. The tenement girl may have en- 
vied her neighbor's gown, but when she 
finds she can sew and embroider the gown 
that ber neighbor has to have some other 
make for her, envy will cease. Power has 
come to take its place, and that power is the 
direct result bf manual training in the pub- 
lic schools. 

This is the important thing whichparents 
should keep in mind when considering that 
branch of our school instruction. Complaint 
is often made of the cost of construction 
materia] in the manual training classes. 

Sometimes it is considerable, and parents 
are not to be blamed if they cannot see to 
what this outlay and instruction lead. It 
may be that a long time will elapse before 
they do see the results. But the observant 
parent will see it in a general efficiency far 
more highly developed than was thé case 
in the last generation. 


WAIT TILL THE CAR STOPS. 

A new and practical course is to be intro- 
duced in the Chicago public schools. The 
children are to be instructed in street car 
conduct.” 

The first and the last thing they should 
be taught is not to get on or off a car while 
t is in motion. They should not be taught 
the art of swinging off or on a car gracefully 
before it has come to a full stop. Sooner or 
later the most expert practitioner makes x 
slip and an ambulance may have to be sent 
for.

the Albert Memorial chapel, through the 
Horse Shoe cloisteré, and will enter St. 
George's chapel by the west door. 

The religious service, which will be of an 
impressive nature, will then take place, and 
the Prince of Wales will then be conducted 
to the stall assigned to him as a Knight of 
the Garter, and from which his banner will 
be hung. 

In the evening the king and queen will 
banquet the Knights of the Order of the Gar- 
ter, and much curiosity is felt as to whether 
the Duke of Marlborough will be among 
the guests. For on the on of the 
last chapter, held during the reign of King 
Edward, the duke did not receive the cus- 
tomary invitation to dinner at the castle, 
while the duchess waa ignored eltogether, 
these being manifestations of royal displeas- 
ure for the publicity whioh they had given to 
their matrimonial differences.

Sir Roger Twysden’s accession, at the age 
of 17, to the baronetcy of his distant cousin, 
Sir Louls Hwysden of Roydon hall. Kent—e 
baronetcy dating from 1611, and therefore 
one of the oldest in existence—serves to recall 
the extraordinary sult—I may call it a cause 
célabre—which took place two years ago with 
regard to the second baronetcy of this ancient 
family, a baronetcy created in 1666. The 
name of Twysden is a famillar one to every 
reader of Thackeray. For it is the one which 
he gave to his “‘ commissioner of the powder 
and pomatum office.” 

The first baronetcy, the one which has just 
passed, through death, from an old man toa 
boy, was originally bestowed by King James 
I. upon a knight of the name of Sir William 
Twyeden of Roydon hall, who had conducted 
that monarch from Scotland to London when 
he came south to assume poseession of the 
throne of England Sir William had two 
sons—Roger, who succeeded to his baronetcy, 
and Thomas, who became one of the judges 
of the Court of King’s Bench, and received 
in hig turn a baronetcy from Charles II. gix 
years after the latter’s restoration. 
io 

For more than half a century and until the 
close of 1909 it was a baronetcy which was 
marked down in Burke's Peerage” and in 
other works of reference as having become 
extinct in 1841. But some eighteen months 
or more ago a claim was put forward, and 
the litigation which ensued served to disclose 
an interesting eighteenth century romance. 

It seems that at the beginning of the reign 
of George III. the second of the T'wysden 
baronetcies was held by Sir Roger Twisden, 
who spelt his name with an “1” instéad of 
a „.“ and who was the fifth of his line. He 
had three sons, the second of whom, William, 
was a lieutenant of the royal navy. Invalided 
from his ship, he was nursed back to com- 
parative health at the house of Mrs. Kirk, 
the widow of a ships gunner (that is to say, 
a warrant officer), at Portsea, and falling in 
love with her pretty daughter, Mary, mar- 
ried her. His family, who were immensely 
proud of their ancestry, dating as it did from 
Adam de Twysden, who possessed the estate 
of Twysenden, in Kent, in the reign of Ed- 
ward I. were beside themselves with indigna- 
tion at thie mesalliance, would not regard it 
as a marriage at all, and declined to have 
anything more to do with William. In fact, 
Sir Roger settled the family estates in sucha 
fashion as to exclude his second son, Wiil- 
fam, and the latter'e children by his union 
with Mary Kirk. ' 

~~ 

The eldest and unmarried son of Sir Roger 
predeceased him, and so did Lieut. William 
Twisden of the royal navy. But instead of 
the latter’s son inheriting the baronetcy and 
the considerable estates, these went, by Sir 
Roger's act of resettlement, to his own 
youngest son, John Papillion Twisden, who 
assumed the title: a bequest of $5,000 being 
however left to the Meutenant’s eldest boy. 
who was described in the will as a “natural,” 
that 4e to say, illegitimate, son, 

This boy, who was christened John, was 
brought up ta the navy, and was shown by 
the evidence produced at the trial to have 
been the recipient of much financial assist - 
ance on the part of his uncle, Sir John Papil- 
lon Twisden, who evidently was endeavoring 
thereby to atone for what he knew to be his 
wrongful possession of the baronetcy and 
estates. He also left him a handsome be- 
quest at hie death. Sir John Papillon Twis- 
den’s Own son and namesake succeeded to 


leaving a married daughter, to whom he be- 
queathed the entire property, the title being 
regarded as having become extinct through 
his demise. 


— 

It wee this title that in the fan of 1900 
formed the subject of a suit brought by the 
Rev. John Francia Twisden of Bradbourn. 
Kent, and by his aged aunt, Miss Emily 
Twisden, the latter a granddaughter of that 
Lieut. Wiliam Twisden who married the 
gunner’s daughter, Indeed, she was nom- 
inally the chief y to the suit, since the 
application to the courts was not for the 
baronetcy but for the judicial declaration and 
recognition of the legitimacy of her father. 
The latter once established, the baronetcy 
went of fte own accord to her clergyman 
nephew, but of course withowt any of the 
Twisden estates. 

The presiding judge found tn favor of the 
petitioners. For although allefforts failed to 
discover the actual certificate of marriage of 
the Heutenant and of the gunner’s daughter, 
yet the ciroumstantial evidence that the 
couple were duly married was of such an 
overwhelming and abgndant character as to 
carry conviction that they were legally man 
and wife. The impression that they were 
not married seems to have originated with 
the refusal of the Twisden family to recog- 
nize the gunner’s daughter as William’s wife, 
on “the ground of her humble extraction: 
while he was in such impoverished circum- 
stances and so bedridvien that he was unable

THINKS TAFT’S RECIPROCITY 
ONE SIDED. 

Chicago, May 20.—[ Eéftor of The Tribune. ] 
THe TRIBUNE used to be a stanch friend of 
the farmer, but in this one-sided agreement 
with Canada THE TRIBUND seems to be luke- 
warm, which I think isa great mistake. The 
president in his speech at Atlanta, Ga. said 
he told his secretary and commissioners to 
say to Canada that we would have reci- 
procity with them, in fact free trade, every- 
thing with Canada. 

Canada replied that they had now adopted 
a protective system and would not allow 
us to ship anything but farm products into 
Canada—a thing that we have never done, 
but what Canada wants is the privilege of 
shipping their farm products into our home 
markets and give us nothing in return. The 
New England states is the greatest market 
we have for our farm products; they buythe 
product of 15,000 cattle and 50,000 hogs per 
week, 10 bushels of oats to one that we ex- 
port, as much corn, and a large amount of 
eggs, butter, lard, cheese and bacon. 

With this one-sided agreement with Canada, 
Canada no doubt would supply New England 
with these farm products and where would 
our market be for our farm products? We 
might export them, but then England would 
dictate the price to be paid for them. In 1889 
we had reciprocity with Germany and France 
and we shipped cattle and a large amount 
of pork product, but after reciprocity with 
Germany and France was repealed the farm- 
ers were forced to sell their hogs at ge in 
1895, as Germany and France would not 
allow us to ship our cattle and hog product 
into their country. 

if this one-sided agreement passes, and 
Canada is allowed to sell their products in al! 
our home markets, the farmers of the mid- 
dle west wil) have to change their system 
of farming. They can’t raise oats and wheat 
and compete with the cheap lands of Canada; 
they will have to raise more cattle and hogs 
and keep more land m grass. With our New 
England market gone where would we find 
a market for these products? 

The farmers of the middle west are very 
much aroused and very much opposed to 
our government granting our home markets 
to Canada with no return from Canada. I 
recently returned from California and never 
saw the wheat crop looking finer, and crops 
all over our country look good. TI notice the 
farmers still rake up and burn their corn 
stalks, which is a loss of many millions of 
dollars to them They should be cut up and 
plowed under and the soi] oultivated 
thoroughly before plowing. This fine dirt 
plowed under would retain the moisture 
and they would raise a crop of corn with very 
little rain. 

I hope Tus Trreunz will take a sensible 
view of this one-sided agreement with Cana- 
Ga. Itis not reciprocity. Reciprocity might 
be progressive H we were allowed to sell our 
products in Canada.

FORTY-SIX ARE ENTERED. 


Pilots for Memorial Day Contest 
at Indianapolis Include 
Best in Country. 


Indianapolis, Ind, May 22.—Tuned to the 
taek showing a epeed of at least seventy-five 
miles an hour when the elimination trials 
are held on Friday, forty-six high powered 
recing care are quartered at the motor epeed- 
wey. For two weeks the drivera, mechan- 
icians, and other assistants have been as- 
gambling et the two and one-half mile brick 
track., and if the race were to be held tomor- 
row all would be in readiness for the event. 

Those in charge of the racing machines are 
not overlooking the slightest detail connect- 
ed with the tuning up of their cars, for if 
any of them fail to develop a speed of seven- 
ty-five miles an hour in the coming trials 
they will be declared ineligible to start in 
what undoubtedly will be the greatest con- 
test ever held in the history of automobile 
racing, either in this country or abroad. 


Prizes Total Nearly $40,000, 

The 500 mile race to be held on Memorial 
day has come to be known as a $26,000 ar- 
fair, but in reality the prize money will 
reach a total amount of about $40,0U0, owing 
to the additional prizes that have been hung 
up by accessory concerns. The winner of 
the long race will receive $10,000 in gold, 
with the other prizes divided ag follows: 
Second. $5,000; third, $3,000; fourth, 62,000; 
Arth, $1,500; th, $1,000; seventh, $800; 
eighth, $700; ninth, $600, and tenth, $500.

What ts the proper technical, legal descrip- | 


tion of “filthy and putrid” ice cream? 
This problem is worrying Assistant Umited 
Sate District Attorney A. R. Hulburt since 
the Woodhull Ice Cream company and Mc- 
Bride Brothers & Knobbe filed, through half 
a dozen lawyers, a 187 page printed brief in 
support of their motion to quash the federal 


indictment for interstate shipments of bad 


food. 
Want More “Particularity.” . 

Mr. Hulburt, in writing the indictment 
charged that the iee cream in question oon- 
tained “filthy, decomposed, and putrid ani- 
mal and vegetable matter.” 

The chief contends that this was not stating 
the charge with sufficient “ partioulerity yx; 
that there should have been « “ detailed and 
specific description *' of the various kinds of 
filth, decomposition, and putridity found in 
the ice cream, 


May Make Ex Post Facto Claim. 
Another proposition advanced as & reason 
for the quashing of the indictment is that 
the bill must state that the ice cream con- 
tains filth and putridity not commonly 


present in commercial ice cream prior to 


June 80, 1006. 

It is inferentially held that if the rotten- 
ness discovered in the ice cream on which 
the indictment is based was actually present, 
although possibly undiscovered or unob- 
jected to in the ice cream made prior to the 
passage of the present pure food law, there 
can be no prosecution because of it, as it is 
not an adulteration of the food product as 
then commonly accepted. 

And, finally, the ice cream men insist that 
there can be no prosecution because ice cream 
is not a food at all, but a “ confectionery,”
